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The drawings were received on 8/4/08. These drawings are unacceptable. 
Applicant has submitted the same original drawing considered unacceptable because 
the gate electrode and other transistor structure are not clearly shown. As stated 
previously, the provisional application comprised a far more complete drawing of the 
inventive structure and applicant is encouraged and required to submit a drawing of that 
scope. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the gate structure, as 
stated above and previously, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Gabriel 2003/0134433, of record. 

The previous rejection still applies. 

Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gabriel in view of Bradley, Clawson and Lieber, of record. 
The previous rejection still applies. 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/4/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Contrary to applicant's remarks, figure 1 has not been amended to comply 
with the requirement for a new drawing showing all the claimed features. 

Arguments regarding Gabriel are unconvincing of patentability. Figures 3, 4A and 
4B of Gabriel disclose a carbon nanotube 10; a "source" 32a; a "drain" 32b; a "gate" 12; 
and a dielectric 11; and wherein the nanotube 10 is "on" the gate 12 and the nanotube 
has an exposed portion functionalized with the "gate" "indicator" molecule 12 (20,22,24). 
The nanotube has an "exposed portion" exactly where the "gate" is disposed on the 
nanotube, in order for the "indicator molecule(s)" to detect and transfer a signal or 
"sense" to the nanotube 10. See figure 4A and the specification where the "indicator 
molecules" 12 may be directly attached to the nanotube 10, and therefore "exposing" 
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the nanotube to the sensed moiety. Claim 1 is broad and does not structurally 
distinguish over Gabriel.
